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Union says workers ‘betrayed’ 
as GKN plant announces closure 


THE planned closure of the GKN Yeovil 
plant, which will see more than 200 jobs 
lost, has been described as a “wholescale 
betrayal” by the UK’s largest union. 

Reports that the factory is set for closure by the 
end of 2017 has sent shockwaves through South 
Somerset in the lead up to Christmas. 

The GKN workers make airframes for Italian- 
owned Leonardo Helicopters, formerly AgustaWest- 
land, which is on the same site, and GKN has

blamed the impending closure on Leonardo’s deci¬ 
sion to take all future AW 159 Wild Cat work back 
“in house”. 

Heathcliffe Pettifer, regional officer for the UK’s 
biggest union, Unite, said: “This announcement is 
the latest chapter in the wholescale betrayal of these 
workers. A year ago, Unite negotiated about 30 re¬ 


dundancies at GKN - and at the time, the manage¬ 
ment pledged this was to make the business more 
viable for the future. 

“As a union, we don’t believe that the business 
case for closure has been made and we have never 
received satisfactory answers from the top GKN 
management on that score. 

“In the weeks ahead, we will explore options to 
keep the plant going as a viable business. 

“This is cruel news for the highly skilled and loyal 
workers at GKN Yeovil and their families in the run 
up to Christmas. It is 
very bad for the Somer¬ 
set economy in particu¬ 
lar and for UK 
manufacturing more 
generally. 

“It reinforces the ur¬ 
gent need for ministers 
to formulate a coherent 
and robust industrial 
strategy to safeguard 
UK manufacturing, es¬ 
pecially as the complex 
negotiations on Brexit 
loom. 

“Unite has repeatedly 
called for such a strat¬ 
egy and next week’s au¬ 
tumn statement by 
chancellor Philip Ham¬ 
mond is an excellent 
opportunity to put flesh- 
on-the-bones of this 
strategy. 


“We will be giving our members maximum sup¬ 
port at this difficult time and will be talking to GKN 
about redeployment of this skilled workforce within 
this multinational business and negotiating the best 
possible terms for those affected by redundancy.” 

Local MP Marcus Fysh has urged the Ministry of 
Defence to keep helicopter engineering equipment 
based in South Somerset. 

Mr Fysh said: “I’ve written to the Minister seeking 
clarification as to the ownership rights to the plant 
there. If as I understand the Ministry of Defence 
does own it, then it absolutely must insist that the 
work is not allowed to be moved from where it is. 

“Essentially, the kit and the s kil ls are already in 
Yeovil and that’s where they should stay, as I am 
working with other firms to see whether there is a 
future for the GKN site and its employment under 
different scenarios and ownership structures.” 

In the summer, Leonardo lost out to Boeing in its 
bid to gain the majority of the work for the latest 
generation of Apache attack helicopters for the 
British army.

Mother and child left fighting 
for their lives after A35 smash 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses after a six- 
year-old girl and her mother were left fighting for 
their lives following a collision on the A35 last Fri¬ 
day (November 18th) evening. 

The pair both sustained life-threatening injuries. 
The girl was taken to Southmead Hospital in Bris¬ 
tol, while her mother was taken to Derriford Hos¬ 
pital in Plymouth. 

Six people in total were taken to hospital and 
three ambulances were called. 

Two cars were involved in the collision near 
Kilmington at 11:50pm. 

A spokesperson for Devon and Cornwall Police 
said: “A silver BMW car travelling towards Axmin- 
ster was in collision with a green Renault Megane 
car, which was travelling in the opposite direction. 

“As a result of the collision, the driver and be¬ 



lieved sole occupant of the BMW suffered serious 
injuries, including a broken neck. 

“The Renault had a driver and four passengers. 
Two of the passengers, including a six-year-old 
child, sustained life threatening injuries. The 
driver and another passenger sustained life 
changing injuries.”

Tourism’s £3.5 million boost 
to the economy in East Devon 


NEW figures recently released re¬ 
veal that the value of tourism in 
East Devon is on the rise. 

In 2015 alone, tourism contributed 
£3.5 million more to the local econ¬ 
omy than it did in 2014, rising to 


£252.5 million. 

The figures come from a new re¬ 
port provided to Visit South Devon 
and the Devon Tourism Partner¬ 
ship, which analyses trends in 
tourism year-on-year. The latest 
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findings show that UK-originated 
and overseas trips to East Devon in¬ 
creased by four per cent to 521,000 
trips in 2015, compared to 502,000 
trips 2014. The average number of 
nights per East Devon trip rose by 
eight per cent, around 166,000 addi¬ 
tional nights in the area. 

Commenting on the findings, 
Sarah Stride, Acting General Man¬ 
ager for Visit South Devon, which is 
responsible for the marketing of 
Mid and East Devon following its 
merger with Heart of Devon in Sep¬ 
tember, said: “The latest economic 
impact figures show a positive 
trend with growing visitor numbers 
and increasing spend. This demon¬ 
strates the clear economic impor¬ 
tance of tourism and shows the need 
to continue marketing all the many 
attractions of East Devon to visi¬ 
tors, both domestically and interna¬ 
tionally. Despite a drop in day trips, 
which can in part be explained by 
the unsettled weather over the main 
school holidays, the average 
amount spent on day trips was up 
overall.” 


Associated spend by tourists visit¬ 
ing from outside the local area leapt 
by £7.6 million to £117.3 million in 
2015, however income from day trips 
fell by £4.1 million to just over £135 
million, equivalent to a three per 
cent drop. 

Looking forward to the 2016 
tourism figures, Visit South Devon 
believes that the upward trend in 
visits to East Devon, and overall 
spend, is likely to continue. 

Ms Stride added: “2016 has been a 
solid year for tourism aided by the 
long Indian summer and growth in 
demand for ‘staycations’ following 
Brexit. East Devon’s captivating 
countryside, its stunning Jurassic 
coastline and many tourist attrac¬ 
tions have helped to entice visitors 
back year after year, and with new 
reasons to visit, such as the Pig at 
Combe and Seaton Jurassic, we 
have every confidence that the up¬ 
ward trend will continue, especially 
once the new super Area Tourism 
Partnership website for Mid, East 
and South Devon launches later this 
year.”

MP calls for 
more money 
for social care

EAST Devon MP Sir Hugo Swire has called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to provide extra funding for social care in East 
Devon. 

In the House of Commons last week, Sir Hugo tackled 
Health Minister David Mowat on the subject, asking: 
“Northern, Eastern and Western Devon clinical commis¬ 
sioning group is already consulting on the possible clo¬ 
sure of community beds across 
Devon. The social care budget in 
East Devon, an area of elderly peo¬ 
ple, and the rest of the county is al¬ 
ready under severe pressure. That 
pressure will inevitably increase if 
community beds are closed. Will the 
Secretary of State therefore commit 
to putting those points to the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer in the run¬ 
up to the autumn statement?" 

In his response the Minister ex¬ 
plained that whilst he was unable to 
provide a "running commentary"'on 
discussions with the Treasury, he 
had taken Sir Hugo's comments on 
board. 

The East Devon MP also wrote to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Philip Hammond, on the issue of social care 
budgets. Sir Hugo said:"The NEW Devon Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group has recently published proposals to close 
a number of beds across East Devon. I am not against a 
reconfiguration of our local NHS per se - few could dis¬ 
pute the fact that a great number of people, and espe¬ 
cially elderly people, could avoid having to be admitted 
to hospital if effective preventative treatment were given. 
When sufficient preventative treatment is not in place, 
however, our community hospitals are often used as a 
very expensive social care service. Indeed, it is undeniable 
that the hospital bed provision is expensive - the Lead 
Chief Executive of Devon's Success Regime, Angela Ped- 
der, has said that the cost of running a 16-bed community 
hospital ward is £75,000 per month but care at home 
could look after 82 people per month for the same money. 

" I am concerned that we are putting the cart before the 
horse. Before removing the hospital beds, we need to en¬ 
sure that the social care provision which prevents people 
from needing those beds in the first place is sufficient. As 
it stands at the moment, with council budgets for social 
care falling behind demand by £5 billion nationally, I am 
concerned that the loss of hospital beds will not be com¬ 
pensated by the social care system, resulting in an overall 
and unacceptable loss of healthcare provision. This would 
be particularly damaging in East Devon, where 27.7% of 
people are aged 65 or over compared to 17.7% nationally. 
'In my opinion, the only answer to this complex issue is 
an increase in the social care budget which would not 
only be good for patients but, ultimately, reduce the pres¬ 
sure on the NHS budget. I would be grateful if you could 
seriously consider this matter prior to the Autumn State¬ 
ment"

Killer in Wells-Burr case will 
serve full sentence in UK 


THE family of murdered Chard woman Catherine 
Wells-Burr has spoken of their relief after it was 
announced that one of their daughter’s killers will 
stay in Britain to serve his life sentence. 

Miss Wells-Burr was murdered in September 
2012 by her boyfriend Rafal Nowak, Anna Lag- 
winowicz and Tadevsz Dmytryszyn in a premedi¬ 
tated life-insurance scam. 

Nowak smothered the 23-year-old as she slept at 
their home. Lagwinowicz and Dmytryszyn then 
drove Miss Wells-Burr’s body in her red Ford 
Focus to an isolated lane in Ashill, where they 
placed her body in the driver’s seat and set fire to 
the car, 20 minutes after Nowak had clocked into 
work, hoping it would provide him with an alibi. 

All three were sentenced to a minimum of 32 
years in prison and Miss Wells-Burr’s family wel¬ 


comed news last week that a bid for Dmytryszyn 
to be deported to serve a shorter sentence in Poland 
had been rejected. 

A post on Facebook said: “Today we can share 
with you after a lengthy wait for a decision to be 
made on Tadeusz Dmytrysyzn from the Ministry 
of Justice, that he will remain here in Britain along 
with Anna Lagwinowicz to serve out his minimum 
32 years sentence. 

“Phil, Jayne and Leanne would like to say thank 
to everyone who signed the petition and for all 
your ongoing messages of support which means 
so much to us. 

“Our beautiful Catherine’s killers will serve their 
full sentences.” 

Nowak was previously granted permission to 
serve most of his sentence in Poland. 


‘Scumbag’ thieves target poppy collection 


THE Poppy Appeal organiser in Chard has said 
she has been undeterred in her collecting in 
memory of those who served their country - de¬ 
spite being the victim of “scumbags" trying to 
steal donations. 

Marryanne Adams was left “tearful, but angry" 
following the incident at the Guildhall in the cen¬ 
tre of Chard earlier this month on Saturday, 
November 5th. 

“We’d had a brilliant day collecting for the 
Poppy Appeal with the Chard Army Cadets and 
the Scouts and various others collecting around 
the town," she said on social media. 

“But as we were packing up the caretaker saw 
a couple of lads acting a bit strangely and they 
stole my handbag." 

The following day Maryanne was out collecting 
again and was worried about being targeted for 
a second time by crooks. 

“I was tearful, but then very angry that some 
can stoop so low to try and steal charity money 


for the soldiers that their great-grandads proba¬ 
bly fought for to give them a better life. 

1 T will not stop collecting because of little scum¬ 
bags who have no respect for themselves or 
other people." 

Maryanne has gained widespread support from 
people on social media and the culprits have 
been slammed. 

"I know most youngsters would find what they 
did disgusting," said one person on social media. 
1 ‘But unfortunately there are those who just have 
no idea what is right or wrong." 

And another said: "What the hell is wrong with 
these kids and if their parents were worth any¬ 
thing they should have been made to apologise." 

Another added: ‘ ‘Hopefully they will realise that 
they did something really awful." 

Police have arrested two teenagers in connec¬ 
tion with the incident and they have been re¬ 
leased on bail pending further investigations. 


Police looking for victim of assault 


AVON and Somerset Police have launched an ap¬ 
peal for witnesses after a man in his eighties was 
assaulted on Sunday, November 13th in Chard. 

The assault is alleged to have happenedlast 
Sunday and a police spokesman said: "We be¬ 
lieve a man, described as being in his eighties, 
was assaulted by two young men outside the toi¬ 
let block opposite Lidl Supermarket on Boden 
Street at approximately 3.10pm. 

"We suspect the man was also robbed in addi¬ 
tion to being assaulted and we very much want 
to speak to him." 

DS Chris Palmer from the Somerset Investiga¬ 


tions Team, said: "We have reason to believe that 
an elderly man was attacked in Chard and we are 
obviously very concerned for him. We would ask 
that he gets in touch with us." 

The victim is described as being white and pos¬ 
sibly in his 80s. He had dark hair and a little facial 
stubble, and was wearing a black baseball cap, 
grey jumper and grey jogging bottoms, which 
had a logo/symbol on them. He was also possibly 
wearing a hearing aid. 

Police are asking him to get in touch with PC

NEW safety measures could be installed sooner 
than expected to try and cut down on the number 
of accidents on the dangerous Ilminster bypass. 

Yeovil MP Marcus Fysh has led a series of meet¬ 
ings with government ministers and Highways 
England to co-ordinate local road issues involving 
the A303. 

Highways England has confirmed to Mr Fysh 
that police investigations into accidents on the 
Ilminster bypass had produced some positive pos¬ 
sibilities for interim safety measures. 

Mr Fysh has been pushing for such measures and 
urged them to be implemented as soon as possible. 

“There have been some terrible accidents on this 


stretch of road in recent times and it sounds like 
we could be nearing agreement on some measures 
which will improve safety whilst the plans for the 
main works are being drawn up,” he said. 

“Of course, it is frustrating that it takes so long 
to schedule the road works, although following 
this meeting with Highways England I do have a 
better understanding of why certain stages take the 
time they do. 

“However, I have kept stressing that something 
must be done now about the Ilminster bypass and 
it’s encouraging to hear the investigations have 
produced some tangible results.” 

Transport Secretary Chris Grayling reaffirmed 


his commitment to the South West road upgrades 
programme including the A303 dualling as well as 
discussing increasing rail capacity between Yeovil 
and Salisbury. 

Highways England are at the options analysis 
stage of planning the roads, which they hope to put 
to initial consultation early next year. 

This options stage must be full and thorough to 
lessen the chance of costly judicial review appeals 
at a later date. 

Mr Fysh also met with Roads Minister John 
Hayes to talk in detail about the best route choices 
for Yeovil and surrounding villages.

THE Co-operative store on Chard’s High Street 
is set to close in the new year, the supermarket 
has confirmed. 

A statement from Co-op said: “We can con¬ 
firm that our food store in Chard is to close on 
February 11th 2017. 

“The decision to close the store has been 
made as part of our ongoing store review pro¬ 
cess, and is in no way a reflection on the hard 
work and commitment from the 20 colleagues 
working at the store.

Man charged with llton murder 
says he was protecting family 

A MAN accused of murder in llton has claimed he 
was acting like a “superhero" when he leapt over a 
fence and shot two people with a shotgun. 

Charlie Broadway is accused of murdering Wilfred 
Isaacs Snr, alongside his brothers William and John 
Broadway, and the three are among six on trial at 
Bristol Crown Court following the incident on May 
5th at the Chubbard's Cross Caravan Site, near 
Ilminster. 

Charlie Broadway said the death of Wilfred Isaacs 
Snr and the wounding of his son, Wilfred Isaacs Jr, 
were the result of “two unfortunate accidents”. 

He told the court he felt he was acting like a su¬ 
perhero, protecting his family from an imminent at¬ 
tack from the Iscaas. 

Prosecutors allege that 37-year-old John Broad¬ 
way gave the order to younger brother Billy, 18, to 
get a gun who then passed it to the third brother 
Charlie, 24, to shoot the Isaacs. 

The court heard that tensions had been running 
high between the Broadways and the Isaacs for 
nearly two years. The trial continues.

Holyrood remembers Chard soldier 


A GROUP of students and staff from Holy- 
rood Academy visited the town’s cemetery 
to pay their respects to Chard resident Pri¬ 
vate Harry Ashford, who fought in the Great 
War and died of meningitis on October 31st 
1916, aged 37. 

Students were curious to explore the 
cemetery and remember their families, 
with some students specifically remember¬ 
ing the names of their relatives who fought 
in the First World War; they were Ryan 
Healy, Tabitha Liddiat and Cerys Llewelyn. 

Mr Stuart Roper and Ms Jacquie Wheatley 


led the visit, with Mr Roper explaining to 
those present the historical significance of 
the commemorative gravestones which 
mark those military service members from 
the two World Wars. 

As part of commemorating the 100th an¬ 
niversary of Private Ashford’s death, Mr 
Roper went on to describe his research into 
the life of Harry Ashford, his part in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps and the life of his 
family after his death. 

Ms Wheatley, who lives in Chard, read 
aloud the original newspaper report and 


obituary for Harry Ashford from 1916. Stu¬ 
dents and staff said they were moved at the 
reading and remembered those who fought 
for this country in a moment of silence at 
Harry’s graveside. 

Mr Roper said: “Visits such as these show 
how people do not have to travel to the bat¬ 
tlefields of Belgium and France to remem¬ 
ber servicemen who fought in the war.”

AN innovative local campaign, which has been 
cited as a' ‘world first" by the Fairtrade Foundation, 
was launched by Ilminster Fairtrade this week.

There was standing room only at the Minster when 
his Thanksgiving Service was held on Thursday, 
November 3rd where family, friends and sporting col¬ 
leagues from football and cricket came to celebrate his 
life. 

Mr Rice’s son Craig said: “We were totally over¬ 
whelmed by the turnout at the Minster and all of the 
comments we received before and about the day since. 

“I was really dreading the funeral, but in fact it 
turned out to be a great tribute to dad and it was fan¬ 
tastic to see so many old faces. 

“We would like to thank everyone who attended 
dad’s funeral and for everyone who has sent us lovely 
messages of sympathy. It means a lot.” 

Mr Rice’s coffin was carried into the Minster by 
pallbearers and was followed by his family, led by 
widow Ann, children Claire and Craig, and daughter- 
in-law Jane, with the church filled with the sound of 
Eva Cassidy’s “Fields of Gold”. 

The service was led by the Reverend Nigel Done 
and the chosen hymns were “Bread of Heaven”, “Lord 
of All Hopefulness” and “Jerusalem”. 

Readings were made by Mr Rice’s daughter Claire 
and his godson Duncan Hansford. 

A tribute was read by Paul Knight, chairman of 
Ilminster Cricket Club, who said that Mr Rice was a 
real legend of the local sporting scene.

£2,500 to the Yeovil Freewheelers

A CHEQUE for £2,500 
has been presented by 
the League of Friends of 
Crewkerne Hospital to 
Yeovil Freewheelers, 
which carries out vital 
out-of-hours medical 
deliveries. 

“The service they 
provide to our commu¬ 
nity is invaluable," said 
league chairman Ron 
Bond, who made the 
presentation to Martin 
Surrey, chairman of 
Yeovil Freewheelers, at 
the hospital on Sunday, 

November 6th. 

Ron also said he was 
delighted that the 
money will be used to improve the safety and pro¬ 
tection of the motorbike riders as they make their 
deliveries throughout Somerset and Dorset, and 
sometimes as far afield as London and Manch¬ 
ester. 

Through no fault of their own, they have been in¬ 
volved in several accidents in the last couple of 
years. 

Thanks to the League of Friends five airbag 
vests, which can be used by all the charity's vol¬ 
unteer motorbikers, will be bought at a cost of 
about £500 each. They are attached to the bike and 
automatically inflate if a rider falls off. 

Rebecca Miskin, matron of Crewkerne Hospital, 
said: “It is an organisation you can depend on in a 
crisis. I love the way they are always there and 
ready to respond. And let's remember that they 
provide this vital service free of charge." 

Yeovil Freewheelers is a charity that delivers 
blood supplies, drugs, documentation, samples 
and equipment. It operates an out-of-hours ser¬ 
vice between 7pm and 7am during the week and 
24-hour cover at weekends. 


Established 38 years ago, it is the oldest blood 
bike group in the country that is still fully opera¬ 
tional. Currently there are some 30 volunteers, of 
whom 22 carry out the deliveries using three mo¬ 
torbikes based at Yeovil Hospital. 

Deliveries are made to hospitals, hospices, nurs¬ 
ing homes as well as urgently needed medication 
to the homes of patients often living in isolated 
areas. 

“Support from the community is very important 
to the continued operation of Yeovil Freewheel¬ 
ers," said Mr Surrey, who thanked the League of 
Friends for their donation. 

The charity estimates that it costs £20,000 to 
buy and run the three motorbikes all the year 
round - but the service provides savings to Yeovil 
District Hospital alone of some £85,000 a year in 
transport costs. 

A hidden value of their out-of-hours delivery 
service of medication is the ability to release a pa¬ 
tient from hospital at the earliest opportunity and 
free up a bed for someone who may need it more 
urgently. 



A CHAIN of fundraising events for a second defibrillator in Misterton got off to a flying start with a big 
breakfast in the village hall. Cheryl Newman and her fellow event organiser, Carol Walker, laid on the 
breakfast and said this was the first event of the campaign and a total of about £1,500 needed to be 
raised. Held in the village hall on Saturday, November 12th, the breakfast enjoyed good support. Cheryl 
said: “It was full on at 10am. The amount made was £280 for the breakfast, and the football club of Mis¬ 
terton collected and donated £400 for the cause - so we are very grateful to them and appreciate this 
very much.” There is already a defibrillator at the Wl hall in Misterton, and the second one will be placed 
at the village hall/recreation ground.

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Council repeats warning 
over council tax scam 

SOUTH Somerset District Council is repeating 
its warning, asking residents to be aware that 
bogus emails are being sent by someone 
claiming to be the HMRC. 

The email claims that there is a refund of 
council tax due and asks the recipient to click 
on a link and enter their bank details. Only 
South Somerset District Council can issue re¬ 
funds of council tax and does not contact res¬ 
idents in this manner. 

In South Somerset, if you pay your council 
tax by direct debit, the council will already have 
your bank details. If you pay another way, the 
council sends you a refund cheque. This is also 
true for business rate payers. 

If you get an email about a council tax refund 
from someone saying they are from an HMRC 
team, asking you to click on a link to get your 
refund, stop and think. Do not click on the link 
and do not give out your bank details. 

The council's finance spokesman, Councillor 
Peter Seib, said: “This is a particularly wicked 
scam. We are passing on this warning but if 
anyone comes across something similar please 
do let SSDC and the police know about it. 

“Many scams are highlighted to the council 
and we try to inform residents when they are 
brought to our attention because ultimately it's 
you, the resident, who may lose out.” 

If you have given over personal details, the 
council would advise that you call the police 
straight away on 101 and report the matter as 
an identity theft scam. The police will also di¬ 
rect you to the Action Fraud helpline on 0300 
123 2040. 


Hospice fundraiser gives talk on trip to Nepal 


MEMBERS of a Crewkerne & Dis¬ 
trict University of the Third Age 
(U3A) heard how St Margaret's 
Hospice volunteer Ian Williamson 
extended his Nepal stay to help 
build a house for a homeless fam- 
ily. 

What made it such a remarkable 
achievement was that he and the 
others in his group finished the 
job in just three days and a family 
was able to move in right away. 

A volunteer with St Margaret's 
Hospice, which has sites at Yeovil 
and Taunton, Ian wanted to mark 
his retirement by joining a group 
of other hospice volunteers on a 
fundraising trek to Nepal. 

At the end of the trip he joined a 
mercy mission on a three-day 
trek to a village reduced to rubble 
by the massive earthquakes that 
struck the Himalayan foothills 
last year and flattened entire vil¬ 
lages, killing nearly 9,000 people 
and injuring 22,000 more. 

Ian and the group had two slices 
of good fortune, he told the 
November meeting of the U3A. 

There were materials ready to 
hand that they could use and 
some members of the group were 
professional builders. 


1 ‘In three days we finished build¬ 
ing the new house, hopefully one 
that will withstand earthquakes 
in the future better than the old 
one,” he said. 

“A delighted Nepalese family, 
who had been living in a cowshed, 
moved in immediately.” 

Earlier in the trip Ian and the 
other walkers had helped to carry 
out repairs at a local cancer hos¬ 
pital, the only one for miles 
around. 

He undertook the trek to give 
something back to society, to help 
others and to keep fit. He was able 
to achieve all three goals. 

Ian, who lives in Yeovil, told the 
meeting, attended by more than 
100 U3A members at the Hen- 
hayes Community Centre, that he 
was humbled to see how very 
basic life was in Nepal - frequent 
power cuts, very hot days and 
freezing nights, and limited food 
supplies.

Felt Christmas Tree 
Ornament Tutorial

STEP 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas tree 
shape onto your green and brown felt and cut out 
the required number of pieces. You will need two 
green tree fronts and one brown trunk for each or¬ 
nament. I used a light green felt which, combined 
with bright buttons, gives a really modem feel to 
the project. Should you prefer a more traditional 
theme, simply use a darker felt and scarlet buttons. 

Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleasing ar¬ 
rangement and then stitch securely using matching 
thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the tree 
shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top and the 
brown trunk piece at the bottom. 

Step 4. If you are making the free standing ver¬ 
sion, colour a craft stick with brown felt-tip pen 
and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large wooden 
bead or wooden sewing bobbin.

Preparation time 30 mins Cooking time 25 mins • Makes 12 cupcakes 


Ingredients 

For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • ltsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, 

white & black • 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 
4) and line a 12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale 
and fluffy, then add the eggs one by one mixing in 
well in betweenm then add the vanilla extract. Fold 
in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until 
golden and a skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake 
topper, use the red sugar paste icing and 
roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter 
then flatten the base. Next roll out a 
sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5 cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a 
cone shape for his hat and squash the 
pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a 


little of the red and roll them together until the red 
blends in to give you a pink colour for his head. 

6. Next take some black icing and roll 2 small 
balls for eyes, 2 larger balls for his gloved hands and 
then roll out a little for a belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black 
belt onto the red body. Next finish the arms by at¬ 
taching the black hands to the ends of the red 
‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the white 
icing until is around the end of the arms for his 
cuffs, using some water to glue. Then cut the arms 
leaving a diagonal edge. Attach these using a little 
water, squashing the arms around the body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white icing for 
a pom pom and attach to the top of the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut out 
a small edged piece for his beard, and 2 smaller 

pieces for his moustache. Make a 
small ball using red icing for nose. 
The attach 2 small balls of white icing 
and small black icing balls for his 
eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll 
out some chocolate icing and cut into 
disc, place this on the cake using some 
warm apricot jam to stick. Then place 
the jolly father Christmas on top.

5 TIPS FOR BUYING A PROJECT 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. When prices have risen and buyers on a 
budget have been pushed further and further 
out, this can lead to once undesirable areas be¬ 
coming more popular and improving as a re¬ 
sult. If you can spot improving areas, or areas 
subject to investment and infrastructure 
changes, it often pays to get on the local prop¬ 
erty ladder before prices rise. However, if 
you're concerned about resale values, be care¬ 
ful not to spend more on a property than it's 
worth. 

2. Even if an unmodernised property seems 
like a steal, remember that it may cost more to 
buy and renovate than somewhere that's more 
expensive to buy but needs less work. This is 
where research comes in. You'll need to find 
out how long the property's been on the mar¬ 
ket, what position the seller's in, what compa¬ 
rable properties are selling for and what 
property prices are doing locally, etc, as well 

as how much the property will cost to renovate. Ideally, pay for a full structural survey (the 
RICS Building Survey) and then get quotations for the work needed so you're realistic about 


the cost. To get an idea of the cost before making an offer, go round the property with a good 
builder. 

3. Some properties are in such a bad state only cash buyers are welcome. This can also be the 
case with properties of unusual construction, so if you need a mortgage, you're more limited to 
what you can buy. Mortgage lenders usually expect the property to be habitable and although lots 
of people buy unmodemised properties with a mortgage without a problem, lenders sometimes 
retain some of the loan until essential repairs are done. 

4. Property repossessions are one way to find a bargain, although you may not want to cash in 
on someone else's misery. You have to move quickly when buying a repossession, as the seller 
usually wants to exchange contracts and com¬ 
plete the sale within weeks. They'll check 
you're in a position to do this before accept¬ 
ing, or even considering, an offer, so it's not 
a route open to all buyers. It's also a stressful 
way to buy, as the property remains on the 
market until exchange of contracts. 

5. Moving quickly applies to buying prop¬ 
erties at auction too. You have to exchange 
contracts on the spot, and complete within a 
set time, often 28 days, so buying with a 
mortgage isn't always possible. Auctions are 
full of renovation projects and can be a good 
place to find bargains, providing you don't get 
carried away in the heat of the moment and 
pay too much.

After last week’s inept perfor¬ 
mance Chard 2nd XI rediscovered 
its competitive spirit to take a point 
at Tiverton and to extend their un¬ 
beaten run to six games. 

Based upon the experience of this 
match, the home side’s previous 100 
per cent record and reputation for 
high scoring seems heavily reliant 
upon partisan officiating of a type 
Chard have not had to endure for 
some considerable time. 

To their credit, the team avoided 
reacting to a string of extraordinary 
decisions, only losing Trevor Goss 
to the sin bin for attempting to make 
a lofted pass. The ball struck a 
Tiverton player and was deemed so 
serious a misdemeanour as to war¬ 
rant his banishment for a good five 
minutes. 


Chard had few opportunities to 
venture into their opponents’ D but 
made the most of it when they did. 
Goss fed a pass to Harvey Dening 
who slipped the ball through the ad¬ 
vancing keeper’s legs to take the 
lead midway through the first half. 

This spurred Tiverton into coming 
forward and, with some swift inter¬ 
play, they carved open Chard’s de¬ 
fence for a shot Richard Green had 
no chance of saving. 

Green was to have one of his bus¬ 
ier afternoons and made some brave 
blocks and fine reaction saves as the 
pressure was piled on. 

All square at half time, the mes¬ 
sage from James Spurdle was to 
keep up the same level of effort and 
maintain composure. 

Spurdle set a captain’s example in 
the latter, despite being on the re¬ 
ceiving end of some more weird and 


not so wonderful decisions. 

Chard were not awarded a single 
penalty corner in the entire match, 
against Tiverton’s 20 or more. 

The pressure on Chard’s defence 
was intense and the home side took 
what seemed an inevitable lead with 
a follow up effort from one of their 
comers. 

It looked as though Chard’s brave 
resistance was broken and they had 
to withstand two further penalty cor¬ 
ners immediately after conceding. 

However, from another rare foray 
into Tiverton’s D, Dening prodded 
in the equaliser after good work 
from Gary Wheaton. 

There was still a quarter of an hour 
to play and Chard knew what to ex¬ 
pect. Arthur Critchley was outstand¬ 
ing in the centre of the back four and 
veterans Paul Tratt and Steve Ma¬ 
honey are made for the backs-to-the- 


wall scrap which followed. 

Nick Liggins exemplified the bod¬ 
ies on the line approach required as 
the defence was stretched to its lim¬ 
its but refused to break. 

The increasing desperation of the 
decision making in the dying min¬ 
utes to try to secure a home win was 
as farcical as it was a disgrace. 

Tiverton’s own desperation led to 
some wayward shooting. Chard 
richly deserved their point and the 
elation at the final whistle showed 
how much it meant to the entire 
team.
